Jeremiah xiv, 12; xil*, 10; compare II 
Chronicles ntil, 22, 23. 

We suggest u careful reading of tbe 
Scriptures aliovo cited, to establish 
tbe fact that the seventy years pre- 
dicted related to tbe desolation of the 
city of Jerusalem and of their land 
and not merely to the captivity of the 
people, some of whom went into cap- 
tivity twenty years before the city 
was destroyed. Many, In applying 
this, have started the seventy years 
from the beginning of the first cap- 
tivity, nnd thus arc twenty years out 
of the way. 

One of the most wonderful things 
connected with the story of Israel's 
release from Babylonian captivity Is 
that Cyrus was named by the Prophet 
Isaiah In advance, and called "God's 
8hepherd"— Cyrus Is My Shepherd, 
and shall perform all My pleasure, 
even saying to Jerusalem, "Thon abalt 
be built; and to the temple, thy foun- 
dation shall be laid" trsalah xllv, 281. 
Profane history gives Cyrus a very 
honorable name, calling him "gracious, 
clement and Just, treating men at men. 
and not as mere tools to be used and 
cast aside— a conqueror of quite a dlf 
ferent type from any the world had 
previously seen." 

King Cyrus' New Method 

Nebuchadnezzar's theory of govern- 
ment was to bring representatives of 
tbe peoples of all lands to Babylon 
and there make them bomogeue >us. 
choosing the best of exery nntlounllty. ' 
But when Cyrus cnnie upon the scene. ! 
as the conqueror of the Babylonian 
empire, Darius, tho Medo. being under 
him, he found Hint the theory of his 
predecessor had not workisl out satis- 
factorily. The mixed people of Chal- 
dea were not pntriotic. Cyras adopt- 
ed tbe opposite plan for governing the 
world. He not only gave liberty to 
the Jews to return to their own land, 
and gave them assistance back, but 
be did the same for the people of oth- 
er nations, exiled lu Babylon. 

A brief epitome of the giving of his 
proclamation of liberty to the Jews Is, 
"Thus salth Cyrus, King of Persln i All 
tbe kingdoms of 
earth luith Jeho- 
vah, the God of 
heaven, given 
unto me; and He 
has charged un- 
to build Him a 
bouse at Jerusa- 
lem, which Is In 
Juclnh. Whoever 
there I s among 
you of all bis 
people, his Cod 
lie with hlin. uud 
let him go to Je- 
rusalem, which Is In Judith, and build 
the house of Jehovah, the Uod of Israel 
(He Is tbe God', which is at Jerusa- 
lem; and whosoever is left. In any 
place where he sojmirnetb lunpre ■) 
pared for the Journey), let the men 
of bis place help him with silver and 
with gold and wllh goods and with 
beasts, beside the free-will offering for 
the house of Cod, which Is at Jeru 
br lorn." 

Dr. Peloubet says of this time, "The 
exiles brought together the representa- 
tives of the divided kingdom and made 
one nation where there had been two, 
welding the twelve tribes together like 
Iron In a furnace." God represented 
this union through Eieklel (xxxvli. 15-
